Board hears criticism of driving school

Approximately 1,000 Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District students learned to drive this 
summer in cars that ran out of gas, lacked turn 
signals and sometimes were delivered to them 
with flat tires. 

About 170:students were given certificates of 
completion, entitling them to a driver’s license, 
when they hadn’t completed the required 24-hour 
program of range driving, street driving and ob- 
servation. 

Students who showed up barefoot or wearing 
sandals were allowed to drive. Others were 
crammed three to the back seat, when only two 
seatbelts were available. 

The Chaffey district’s first board meeting of 
the school year Monday was dominated with crit- 
icism of the Safe-Way School of Driving’s sum- 
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mer program, held at Upland and Montclair high 
schools. 

Maryellen Hill, president of the Associated 
Chaffey Teachers, presented the board with a let- 
ter criticizing Safe-Way’s instruction. 

The ACT requested that the board use district 


_ teachers to teach driver training, utilizing a plan 


such as that used by the Huntington Beach School 
District. Under the Huntington Beach plan, stu- 
dents pay part of the cost of the training and the 
district makes up the remainder. 

C. Robert Erickson, assistant superintendent 
for instruction, told the board that the problems 
with the Whittier company were ‘‘administrative 
and organizational.”’ 

“The problems were partially caused because 
we had to postpone the program for two weeks 
and because we contracted with Safe-Way at the 
last minute,” Erickson said. 


The only cars Safe-Way could obtain for the 
district were cars used in Fullerton that had been 
vandalized, Erickson said. Turn signals had been 
stolen and the cars were covered with graffiti. 

Representatives from the state Department of 
Education observed the program in July, return- 
ing a report that instructors seemed ill-prepared, 
students were milling around doing nothing be- 
cause of improper sequencing of activities and 
students were not given adequate street driving 
time. 

Maudie Weil, a-.teacher at Montclair High 
School, said she observed students spending their 
three hours of street driving time in the parking 
lot. 

Despite the problems, Erickson said he felt 
‘positive’ about the summer program. ‘‘About 
1,000 students who had been waiting for training 
have now been trained. We haven’t received one 
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complaint about the quality ‘of the program.” 

The board of trustees wasn’t so positive. 

“T don’t think this matter should be white- 
washed,”’ said trustee Ray Sarrio. ‘I want to 
know why cars weren’t properly maintained, 
why headlights and tail lights were missing, and 
why a so-called reputable organization could al- 
low this to occur.”’

learns to cope 


in post-13 era

’ Along with helping callers: through 
troubled times, the Upland-based 
Suicide and Crisis Intervention Ser- 
vice is learnirig to cope with the 
fallout from Proposition 13. 

Eleanor Allen, the organization’s 
director of volunteers, described the 
service as ‘‘still hurting’ under the 
reduced funding from local 
governments. 

She said the all-volunteer 
organization operated on a shoestr- 
ing budget. before Proposition 13 
passed ‘in June 1978, but was left 
with the ‘‘tip through the eyelet”’ 
after California voters approved the 
property tax initiative. 

Still — unlike other ‘service 
organizations that folded or reduced 


their staff and hours — the Suicide’ 


and Crisis Intervention Service 
remains available -24 hours ‘a day, 
taking calls from the West. End and 
eastern part of Los Angeles County. 


However, Allen explained that the 
decline of other organizations has 
increased the workload for the ser- 
vice. Calls that ran from 200 to 250 
now total 400 to 500:a° month, she 
said. © 

“We're getting the calls from 
those organizations that folded or 
cut their hours,’ Allen said. . 

The Suicide and Crisis Interven- 
tion’ Service was founded in 
December 1971 after Dr. Howard 
Sehuman moved to the area and set 
up his Schuman Psychological 
Center in-Upland: 

Allen noted Schuman -had. served 
Los Angeles and found no com- 
parable organization existed locally. 

She said the service has a regular 
‘staff of 38 volunteers,.who work: six- 
hour shifts. once a week from. their 
homes, and six volunteers who fill in 
forthe others. Voluateers receive 12 
weeks of training. 

Before Proposition 13, the Suicide 
and Crisis Intervention Service had 
received $1,000 each from Ontario 
and Upland, Allen said. 

City councils in both cities 
eliminated the funding during belt 


tightening in mid-1978, although 
Upland chipped in $700 this April 
when the city’s financial outlook im- 
proved. 

For the current budget year, the 
service requested $2,000 from each 
city, receiving no funds from On- 
tario and $1,000 from Upland. 

“Tf it weren’t against the law or 
something, I would have kissed each 
Upland council member,’ Allen 
commented. 

Earlier this year, the organization 
projected an annual budget of slight- 
ly more than $4,500. Allen credited 
reliance on volunteers and the 
relatively low expenses of’ the 
organization as key factors: in heip- 
ing the service maintain its 
operations at past levels while 
others were collapsing or cutting 
back. 

And the Rancho Cucamonga 
Kiwanis Club is footing the bill for 
the organization’s answering ser- 
vice as a community project, she 
said. 

The club’s contributions cover the 
answering service bills for one year 
ending this October, and Allen said 
she.is hopeful the Kiwanis Club may 
continue the funding. 

The organization also receives 
some donations in lieu of speakers’ 
fees, and contributions from 
families of those who call the ser- 
vice, sometimes including families 
of. persons who commit suicide, she 
said. 

Allen noted that overall phone ex- 
penses average $140 or $150 for a 
typical month, climbing to between 
$165 and $185 during the Christmas 
season due to additional calls. 

The organization pays a business 
rate on the calls, and the duration of 
the calls affects the bills. Allen 
recalled one instance when she was 
on the line 3% hours with a caller. 

Because of the dropoff in private 
service organizations since 
Proposition 13, the Suicide and 
Crisis Intervention Service had to 
update its referral book. Allen noted 
the volunteers themselves are bear- 
ee cost by paying $4 for the 


Revised offic¢ plans 
shown to city council 


- Sponsors of a proposed office 
complex on Foothill Boulevard 
showed revised plans Monday night 
to the Upland City Council, striking 
a compromise that retains road 
access through the project and 
keeps overall floor area the same.

Leason Pomeroy of’ Leason 
Pomeroy Associates in Orange, 
architectural firm for the project, 
represented landowner Alex Tobin 
and the developer, Birtcher Pacific 
in Santa Ana.

At its meeting Sept. 4, the council 
voted in favor of abandoning the 
existing short stretch of Mulberry, 
but stipulated public access through 
the project be retained. 


Pomeroy noted access would be- 


kept in the form of two-lane roads 
between parking stalls on the 
perimeter of the project and a ramp 
at the rear of the property. 

The ramp would dip-to meet an 
existing east-west alley, tie the 


project roads to the remaining 


segment of Mulberry and connect 


- residents on Golden Rain Street and 


the surrounding area with Foothill. 

Pomeroy said mezzanines added 
to six of the buildings, raising their 
heighth about seven feet. each, 
offsets the area lost by eliminating 
three buildings. 

Total floor aréa of the project is 
70,024 square feet. The architect 
pointed out the project now includes 
350 parking stalls, meeting city code 
requirements without receiving the 
10 percent leeway permitted if staff 
had approved. ~

Valencia currently has 25 sixth 
graders taking part in the program. 
Teams of eight students rotate in 
and out of the patrol duties, serving 
two weeks before school, two weeks 
after school and two weeks off duty. 

One student is posted at the 
school’s bike rack to make sure 
youngsters walk their bikes. 
Another guards the exit of the 
school’s parking lot. 

The six others vork in groups of 
‘hree, taking positions on the 
sidewalks of 22nd Street at Tulare 
and Vallejo ways. 

They control pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic on 22nd before and 
after school. On afternoons this 
week, sixth graders Nate Derby and 
Layne . Rawson ,acted as group 
leaders at the crosswalks, holding 
broomstick-like poles as barriers to 
keep students from crossing too 


soon. 

They. also blew whistles to signal 
their companions, posted just north 
and south of the crosswalks, when to 
stop drivers or let them pass. 

These students stand on the curb, 
tilting poles with red and white stop 
signs on the end to tell motorists to 
stop and raising them when 
motorists may go through. 

Officer Larry Mendoza, part of 
Upland’s motorcycle traffic safety 
team, led the training that began 
before school let out for the 
summer. 

He said training resumed before 
the start of school this week and 
police continue supervision. In all, 
the students received six hours in 
the classroom and four hours of in- 
struction from the sidewalk working 
on practical problems, Mendoza 


said. 
The school district provided the 


uniforms, and Roger Schulte, prin- . 


cipal at Valencia, said the school 
selected the students based on their 
academic standing and responsibili- 
ty.

Divorce, locally as well 
as nationwide, is leading to 
an ever - increasing num- 
ber of children living in one 
- parent homes. 

In fact, statistics show 45 

‘Gent of children born in 
197% will live in single- 
parent homes. That’s very 
close to half. At the present 
time, 18 million children in 
this country now live in a 
ORé;parent home, and 
singte-parent households 
have grown 10 times as fast 
as two-parent households 
since 1960. 

Divorce appears to be the 
catalyst behind this rapid 
fragmenting of families. 

“The script of a divorce 
casts attorneys as the direc- 
tors and parents as the 
leads, with children playing 
strong supporting roles. It 
is a very human drama that 
unfolds in divorce court,” 
says Leonard Loeb, chair- 


man of the American Bar 
Association's Family Law 
Section. 
“In the past five years,” 
Loeb continued, ‘‘the law 
has moved away from the 
area of fault analysis and 
oving cause for divorce. 
upsurge of ‘no-fault’ 
divorce laws can be viewed 
as a direct response to the 
growing acceptance of 
divorce in our society.” 
With this growing accep- 
tance of divorce among the 
community-at-large, Loeb 
perceives a heightened 
awareness of the product of 
divorce — single parents — 
evolving in the legal com- 
munity. Issues occupying 
the legal forefront for 
Single parents center 
around child custody and 
financial arrangements. 
The solo parent population 
and their allies have turned

Doors closed to students 
hunting for an apartment 


The young woman knocked on the 
door marked ‘‘Manager”’ at a West 
End apartment building 

The door opened and a man clad in 

ay work clothes peered out 
“What can I do for you?”’ 

-The woman said she was inquiring 
about an apartment to rent. 

=“We don’t have anything right 
now, but we should next month,”’ the 
mMahager said. ‘I could put you on a 
Waiting list.” 

=*‘Well,’’ the young woman 
replied, ‘‘I start school next 
month...” 

“Oh, I'm sorry,” the manager 
said quickly. ‘‘We don’t rent to 
students.” He started to close the 
door. 

“Wait a minute,” the woman 
cried. ‘Isn't that illegal?” 

‘“‘Nope,”’ said the manager, ‘Law 

ys. you have to rent to blacks. But 
if doesn’t say anything about 
students. We don’t rent to children, 
either.’’ He shut the door. 

.The above incident is true. It 
happened to a reporter posing as a 
student. As school opening nears, 
the scene is being repeated across 
the state. 

The manager was correct. 
According to state law, it’s legal to 
refuse to rent to students. 

Discrimination in housing on the 
basis of race, color, religion, sex, 
marital status, national origin or 
ancestry is prohibited 

A bill that would have added 
students to the protected status was 
recently defeated by the state 
Senate despite approval by the 
Assembly. 

Apartment owners say they 
hesitate to rent to students because 
they’re transient, often financially 
iffesponsible and sometimes leave 
their apartments in disrepair 
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‘‘Probably one of the biggest 
problems is that students don’t have 
a credit background that would 
enable them to show they have funds 
available,’ said Ruth Coopersmith, 
director of housing at Cal Poly 
Pomona. 

“Some landlords won’t even talk 
to our students who are under 21. 
They think they’re not responsible. I 
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Photos by 
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don’t think that’s necessarily true,”’ 
she said. 

Mrs. Coopersmith said that she 
suggests students having trouble 
finding housing rent a room in a 
private home or have a parent sign 
the lease or rental agreement. 

Cal Poly students seeking off- 
campus housing are armed with an 
arsenal of handbooks directing them 
to local apartment buildings and 
spelling out their legal rights. 

Prior to each schooi term, 
students who cannot be 
accommodated in the dormitories 
are invited to a housing seminar. 
About 3,500 students apply each year 
for the 1,084 available dorm rooms. 

Students attending the Claremont 
Colleges face similar housing 
problems, although more dormitory 
rooms are available to them. 

Jeanette Altier, a Cal Poly senior 
from Del Mar, said one apartment 
Manager told her and her 
roommate that each of them had to 
be making four times the amount of 
the $365 rent

“A couple places told us the only 
way we'd get in would be if we were 
going to school part time and 
working full time,’’ said Miss Altier, 
22, an animal science major. 

Of the approximately 25 
apartment houses she and her 
roommate visited, six to eight 
refused them outright because they 
were students, said Miss Altier. 

“Other places would ask us all 
kinds of questions — how much 
money do you make, where do you 
work, what do you do for a living. I 
was shocked,”’ she said. 

Another Cal Poly student, 
freshman Donna Caciagli, said one 
apartment manager told her he 
already had his ‘‘quota” of students. 

Landlords, not apartment 
managers, make the rules about not 
renting to students, the managers 
point out. 

‘We don’t rent to students by 
order of the owner,” said the 
manager of a Claremont apartment 
complex. “It’s too expensive. They 
move in and move out five months 
later and you have to repaint and 
redo the whole place. They also tear 
the place apart.” 

The owners of another Claremont 
complex have instructed the 
managers to charge $100 extra 
security deposit to students. The 
regular deposit is $300. 

“‘T don’t care if they fire me,’’ the 
manager said defiantly. ‘I refuse 
to charge students $400.” 

About 50 percent of the complex’s 
residents attend Cal Poly, the 
Claremont Colleges or a community 
college. 

The manager said she understood 
why the owners were cracking down 
on students. ‘‘Sometimes they leave 
the place in a mess, burning 
cigarette holes in the rug and so on. 
But I still don’t think it’s fair to 
charge them extra.” 

Maurice Malone, president of the 
Affiliated Cities Apartment 
Organization, which includes 
apartment owners in the West End, 
says his organization does not 
support discrimination against 
students. 

‘“‘We don’t advocate arbitrary 
discrimination,’ he said, ‘‘but feel 
students should be treated like 
everyone else. The question is, are 
they financially able to pay their 
bills?” 


A landlord has the right to 
determine whether a prospective 
renter is financially able, Malone 
said. 


“If a student is financially 
responsible — such as having a full- 
time job — then it doesn’t matter 
whether he’s a student,’’ the owner 
of four apartment complexes said. 


“Say an 18-year-old comes to my 
apartment building. In many cases 
he’s working at his first job and 
doesn’t have credit references. Then 
he'll have to establish to me that 
he’s working and can pay his bills.”’ 


One solution is to have a parent 
fill in the application and be 
responsible for rent payments, said 
Malone. ‘‘It’s just like getting a co- 
signer for a car.” 


While his organization did not 
oppose the student anti- 
discrimination bill, Malone says he 
understands why some _ landlords 
hesitate to rent to students. 


“If I have a whole building full of 
students, I have a real vacancy 
problem. In the summertime they 
tend to leave. Turnover costs 
money.” 

Students have the reputation of 
being ‘‘lousy tenants,’ Malone 
added. 

“They're young, exuberant. 
Sometimes they’re noisy and 
irresponsible. That certainly doesn’t 
include all students, but they’ve 
carned that reputation.”

Dorms regain popularity 


As the cost of off-campus housing skyrockets, college 
dormitories are enjoying renewed popularity. 

Cost is only one factor, however. More students are 
getting involved in campus activities and want to live on 


campus. 


“We try to save space for first-time people to the cam- 
pus, which usually means the younger students,”’ said 
Mrs. Coopersmith. 

Students are allowed to live in the dorms only three 
years. Many Cal Poly students attend the university five 


‘Living on campus is a national trend,’ said Ruth years. 
Coopersmith, director of housing at Cal Poly Pomona. 


“That wasn’t the case 10 years ago.” 
Cheap nearby housing was readily available in the late 
60s and early 70s, said Mrs. Coopersmith. And it was con- 


sidered ‘‘square’’ to live in a dorm. 


Rules and regulations at most college dormitories 
have been relaxed or eliminated, another reason for the 


return to the dorms. 


Four of Cal Poly’s six dormitories are coed. Each of 
the six Claremont Colleges, with the exception of all- 
female Scripps College, operates coed dorms. 


Freshmen at the five undergraduate Claremont 
Colleges are required to live on-campus. However, most 
older students also opt to live in the dorms because of the 
high cost of nearby housing. 

Each school owns several houses near the colleges, 
and students live there. 


Claremont Graduate School has 99 rooms for students 
and their families in the form of single rooms, one- 
bedroom and two-bedroom apartments. At $1,485 per 
academic year, including utilities, the rooms are always

gets expensive to buy food, prepare it and then there’s 
the need to clean up,’’ said Mrs. Coopersmith. 
With dorm space for only 1,184 students, Cal Poly’s 


dorms are always filled. 


Measure outlawing 
student housing 
discrimination fails 


A bill outlawing housing dis- 
crimination against students has 
failed two years in a row. 

The 1978 version of the bill died in 
the closing seconds of last year’s 
state Senate session after winning 
last-minute approval. 

This year’s bill, AB224 by 
Assemblyman Howard Berman, 
D-Los Angeles, was defeated on an 
18-21 vote, three short of the majori- 
ty needed in the 40-member Senate. 

The bill would have imposed civil 
penalties for discrimination but 
would have required a student to 
prove his status was the sole reason 
for rejection as a tenant. 


While apartment owners would be 
barred from discriminating against 
students, they would not be 
prohibited from refusing to rent to 
unruly or otherwise undesirable stu- 
dent tenants. 

Exemptions were built into the 
bil! for apartment complexes 
reserved for the elderly and for per- 
sons wishing to rent rooms in 
private homes. 


In explaining why he voted against 
the bill, Sen. H.L. Richardson, R- 
Arcadia, cited his own behavior as a 
student. 

“IT am going to vote no if for no 
other reason than in memory of the 
landlord I had,” he said, describing 
how he and his college roommates 
accidentally set their house on fire 
by leaving a stove burning. 

Sen. Ruben Ayala, D-Chino, voted 
for the bill both this year and last. 

‘“*Students are unfairly 
stereotyped,’’ he said.

“Nickel O’Nasty” is the jargon used for the 509th 
Batallion. King said the play centers on the ‘‘madness of 
the military and how it affects buddies.” 

“It is an angry play,’’ King said. ‘‘It tells how men 
handle their loss of innocence. It’s gruesome. All the 
good times I had in the service you could put into a 
week.” 

King said he wrote the play because so much has been 
written about Vietnam, but nothing about servicemen in 
other countries during the Vietnam conflict. 

“They (the military) were trying to turn you into an 
animal to kill — not to fight,’ King said. ‘““We were a 
shock troop told to jump in and destroy — destroy 
everything, men, yourself.”’ 

“Everyone in the cast feels like an ensemble and are 
committed to the play, so much so that they are doing 
airborne-type Army drilling and physical training,’’ King 
said. He also said the director, Katha Salembier, is put- 
ting the cast through harassment such as King said is 
handed out in the military. 

To further get into the full feeling of the play, the main 
characters went to Perris and made parachute jumps. 

“They were all high off this and telling their jump 
stories,’ King said. ‘‘Coming home, Samuel Piper, one 
of the cast, was riding with me and he actually was using 
lines from the play without realizing it.” 

King went into the paratroops in 1969 rather than be 
drafted.

Trash fish becomes 
dinner party entree

UPI Family Editor 
Thelma Snyder served 
trash fish recently at a 
dinner party. Her guests 
loved it even after they 
were told they'd eaten 

shark. 

Her family eats shark a 
lot and likes it, Mrs. Snyder 
said, offering samples of 
dogfish (sand shark) quiche 
and barbecued mako chunks 
to passersby at a sidewalk 
cookout in front of a New 
York City fish market 

“Trash fish’’ refers to the 
habit many fishermen have 
of throwing back species 
such as mako, dogfish, 
skate, whiting, ling, cusk, 
conger eel and hake 
because demand is small 

Mrs. Snyder, a Cornell 
University extension home 
economist, said her 
children, ages 6 and 9, 
preferred dogfish to 
flounder when she deep- 
fried it in imitation of a fast 
food chain 

The barbecue was staged 
by Cornell’s cooperative 
extension service to kick off 
a state-wide campaign 
promoting low-priced, 
under-utilized fish. 

Comparable species are 
available regionally in the 
United States 

Pacific hake, members of 
the whiting family, are 
beginning to sell on the 
West Coast, says Lee 
Weddig, executive vice 
president of the 
Washington-based National 
Fisheries Institute. 

Midwesterners in the 


Wisconsin area buy 
monkfish, Weddig said 
“They call it poor man’s 
lobster because they boil it 
and the texture is 
something like lobster,’’ he 
added 

Mullet and croakers are 
finding a growing market in 
the Gulf of Mexico area, he 
said 

If consumers ask their 
local markets to supply 
such fish, said Wanda 
Mead, another extension 
home economist, their 
prices might rise but would 
still be less than such 
popular species as sole, 
salmon and swordfish 

Mako steaks look and 
taste much like swordfish. 
They were $1.89 per pound 
that day, compared with 
$5.49 a pound for swordfish 
steaks. 

During the 2'%-hour 
barbecue, one woman 
arrived in a chauffeur- 
driven limousine to buy ling 
for $1.10 a pound. She said 
she shopped at the market 
several times a week. 

Constance Sturz, another 
regular customer, likes 
mako and mullet. 

ae from 
Massachusetts, and I was 
brought up in New 
England,’ Mrs. Sturz said. 
‘‘We always ate mako shark 
when swordfish was 
unavailable or when the 
price was high. When it’s 
prepared properly, you 
can’t tell the difference. 

‘‘When I was a kid in the 
South in the winter, we ate 
smoked mullet,”’ she said, 


but tourists shunned it as a 
scavenger 

“Tt’s super high in protein 
and reasonably priced,”’ she 
said of the mako. “‘It’s the 
best value in the store.”’ 

Most passersby sampling 
the free food were blase 
when told what they’d just 
eaten. 

“‘Shark? Yeah?’ said 
William Munoc, a merchant | 
seaman. ‘‘We're getting | 
even,”’ he added, grinning. 
“It's good. I like it.”’ 


Shopkeeper Mike De 
Martino was full of 
suggestions for other 
alternatives to such high- 
priced items as king salmon 
steaks, $6.49 a pound, and 
flounder fillets, $4.49 a 
pound 


Skate are about 25 
percent waste, De Martino 
said. He estimated the true 
cost of the edible wings at 
about $1.50 a pound. Not bad 
for a fish so similar to 
scallops in flavor and 
texture that unscrupulous 
dealers used to punch out 
rounds with biscuit hole 
cutters and pass them off as 
the expensive shellfish. 


De Martino said a fish 
market once sold Mayor 
Fiorello LaGuardia conger 
eel as fillets of cod. The 
mayor knew the difference, 
De Martino said, but many 
people can’t tell. Conger eel 
was priced at $1 pound the 
day of the barbecue. The 
biggest bargain of all was 
hake, at 89 cents a pound.

inevitable,’’ says Coulston. 
“With a little preplanning 
you can avoid most 
vacation dietary pitfalls 
without spoiling your fun.” 

Those low calorie 
vegetables and fruits, for 
example, represent an oft - 
neglected food group when 
on vacation. Remember 
that you'll feel better if you 
eat daily selections from all 
four food groups — milk, 
meat, vegetables and fruits, 
and breads and cereals, 
says the CDA.

Let’s visit St. Emilion 
in Bordeaux wine country

Eighteen miles east of the 
city of Bordeaux is the 
commune of St. Emilion, 
one of the oldest wine 
making areas of the world 
and one known for 
producing the heartiest and 
most readily drinkable 
wines from anywhere in 
Bordeaux. 

St. Emilion looks like a 
prototype for a French wine 
town, with its relics of the 
Roman era, red roofs, 
houses built of stone that 
was quarried from the 
immediate area, a 
restaurant where one can 
have lunch and look out 
over the vineyards, 
cobblestone streets, and 
buildings that were carved 
out of the hillside. The 
wines from the St. Emilion 
area, in their own way, 
serve as a prototype, or 
introduction, to the finer 
wines of Bordeaux from the 
communes of Pauillac, 
Margaux, St. Julien and St. 
Estephe. 

Characteristically, the 
red wines of St. Emilion 
have a rich suppleness that 
causes them to be referred 
to as the Burgundies of 
Bordeaux. This is 
particularly true of the 
wines from the slope area, 
near the town, where the 
drainage is similar to the 
golden slopes of the Cote d’ 
Or in Burgundy. 

Where most wines from 
the Medoc area of Bordeaux 
have more tannin in their 
structure, the wines of St.

The best wines of St. 
Emilion are made with 
varying blends of Cabernet 
Sauvignon, Cabernet Franc, 
Merlot and Malbec. The 
Cabernet Sauvignon serves 
to give the wine body and 
character. Cabernet Franc 
ig similar, but. lighter. 
Merlot gives the wine a 
softness and earthy aroma 
some liken to a mixture of 
chocolate, truffles, iron ore 
and copper. Malbec is more 
flowery. 

Chateau Cheval Blanc, 
perhaps the greatest wine 
of St. Emilion, is made 
from about two-thirds 
Cabernet Franc and the rest 
Merlot. Chateau Figeac, the 
second best chateau, is 
approximately 30 percent 
Cabernet Sauvignon, 40 
percent Cabernet Franc and 
30 percent Merlot. In 
contrast, Chateau Latour of 
Pauillac is more than 75

Just to inspire you, here 
is a recently discovered 
recipe for dill pickles (ac- 
tually, an old family recipe 
given me by a friend) that is 
the best I've ever found. 
Our two chiidren demolish a 
quart jar of these at a meal 
— and they never would eat 
dills before. 

Bring to a small boil three 
quarts water, one quart 
vinegar, three-quarters cup 
coarse salt. Pour over dill- 
sized cucumbers packed in 
hot jars with a head of dill 
and some garlic cloves. 
Scrub and pierce middles of 
cucumbers first. Do not 
double the recipe. 

I stick some carrot slices 
in the jars, too. But this 
year, I'm going to do whole 
jars of dilled carrots using 
this recipe, because the 
family goes wild over them. 
The carrots need to be 
blanched a bit first. 

Home - grown herbs 
make wonderful gifts, dried 


and packed in little jars. 
Herbs are easily dried in 
any warm, dry spot out of 
the sun, or in the lowest of 
ovens. Once they are dry, 
remove from stems, crum- 
ble and package in airtight 
containers. Label and date 
the herb. 

And don’t throw away 
those stems! Gather them 
into short, fat bundles, cut 
the stems evenly at each 
end of the bundle, and tie 
with a colored, bunrable 
cord or ribbon. Any leftover 
clippings can be packaged 
in paper bags and similarly 
tied. 

These bundles make ideal 
gifts for a friend who loves 
his fireplace. The herb bun- 
dle is thrown on the open 
wood fire for a lovely, 
delicate fragrance. Various 
herb combinations can be 
used, and bits of dried 
orange and lemon peel are 
pleasant additions, as are 
pieces of cinnamon and 
cloves. Good herbs to use 
are mint, bergamot, lemon 
balm, lavender, rosemary, 


thyme and tarragon. 
Another wonderful way ta 


make gifts from your herbs - 


is to make herb vinegars. 
These are super - simple to 
make with cider or wine 
vinegar and basil, dill, gar- 
lic, thyme, chive or any 
herb combination that 
appeals. to you. Let about 
two cups of fresh herb stand 
in a quart of vinegar about 
two weeks in a warm spot. 
Strain into sterilized jars. 
For added interest add a 
fresh sprig of herb to the 
gift jar. S 

A surprising amount of 
your backyard garden 
products can be dried for 
gifts especially suited for 
mailing. Almost any fruit 
can be oven - dried over- 
night with the oven below 
200 and a tea towel holding 
the oven door open just a 
crack. Line: a pan with 
brown or freezer paper so 
the fruit will not be in con- 
tact with metal. Homemade 
soup mixes can be produced 
with dried vegetable flakes 
in the same way.

‘‘Home owners and the 
turf industry use sludge - 
based fertilizers, whereas 
most commercial growers 
of vegetables do not.” 

It’s like the cumulative 
effects of tar and nicotine 
from cigarettes, he pointed 
out. From 3 to 10 percent of 
cadmium ingested remains 
permanently in the 
kidneys.

said. Despite this fact, 
there is no requirement that 
cadmium content, or even 
the source of the sludge, be 
listed on the package label. 

“Cadmium is retained by 
the soil as well as the body 
and could become a greater 
and greater problem as 
time goes on. More than 99 
percent of cadmium and 
other heavy metals stay 
within one yard of the soil 
surface over a 10-year 
period,” he explained. ‘“‘Our 
major problem now is 
predicting what will happen 
to it in 50 or 100 years.” 

To study that impact, the 
UCR scientists have set up 
a computer model that is 
attempting to pinpoint 
what happens to cadmium 
in the soil over a long period 
of time. 

When will cadmium con- 
tamination in the soil 
become a serious health 
hazard to the home gar- 
dener? 

“Some scientists say 
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there would be a hazard to a 
family eating most of its 
vegetables from a garden 
fertilized for 10 years with a 
sludge product relatively 
high in heavy metals,’’ 
Page said. 

“But the actual threat to 
any one individual would be 


dependent,’’ he added, ‘‘on , 


many variables, including 
the kind of vegetables in the 
diet. Leafy vegetables ab- 
sorb more cadmium than 
any other produce.” 

Sludge, likewise, varies in 
cadmium content. It is par- 
ticularly heavy in sludge 
derived from industrial 
areas, particularly those 
with electroplating or metal 
processing firms. 

The ‘‘background’’ level 
of natural cadmium also 
varies from location to 
location, he said.

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Outspoken CIM lieutenant fights 


accusations of insubordination

Wayne Livesay, a lieute- 
nant at the California Insti- 
tution for Men at Chino, 
thinks his supervisors 
are incompetent ‘‘servile 
clones.” 

When they do something 

he doesn’t agree with, he 
says so — in letters to the 
media, to state corrections 
officials, to local unions. 
' He’s been speaking out 
for seven of the eight years 
he’s been at CIM. The De- 
partment of Corrections has 
now charged Livesay with 
insubordination. 

If he’s found guilty of the 
charges, he could be de- 
moted, lose pay, or be dis- 
missed. 

Represented by a media- 
tor from the California 
State Employees Associa- 
tion, Livesay attended a 
hearing Tuesday conducted 
by Walter Lew, administra- 
tive assistant to the direc- 
tor of corrections, J.J. 
Enomoto. 

Livesay has requested a 
further hearing by the state 
personnel board, to be held 
publicly in Chino. 

The ‘‘disciplinary action” 
against Livesay ‘‘happens 
100 times a day in state in- 
stitutions,’ said Marv 
Ryer, administrative assis- 
tant to CIM Superintendent 
Bertram S. Griggs. 

“Tf I could tell vou what’s 
behind it, you’d understand 
that he has nothing to talk 
about,” Ryer added. ‘‘But 
I’m obligated not to discuss 
personnel matters.’ 

“Tf they can fire me and 
let it stand, there goes the 
idea of freedom of speech,” 





said Livesay, who’s been 
speaking through a recon- 
structed voice box since a 
tracheotomy was _per- 
formed in 1977. 

Livesay has been a cor- 
rectional officer for 24 
years, 16 of those as a 
lieutenant. Prior to coming 
to CIM, he worked at state 
prisons at Vacaville, San 
Luis Obispo, Soledad and 
Norco. 

He says he’s only had 
problems at CIM. ‘‘I never 
had any trouble until I came 
here. Everywhere else the 
administration was a little 
more capable. 

“T see things that are 
wrong. So I write about 
them,”’ the Riverside resi- 
dent said. ‘1 write to news- 
papers, to the officers, to 
the governor.’’ 

Many problems at CIM 
have to do with officers’ 
safety, Livesay said. ‘‘For 
instance, officers who take 
inmates to outside hospitals 
aren’t armed. They could 
easily be overpowered and 
killed by the inmates.” 

When officers requested 
that bullet-proof glass be in- 
stalled in control booths in- 
side prison wards, the 
administration did nothing, 
he said. Finally, the Occu- 
pational Health and Safety 
Administration intervened. 

Livesay also questioned 
practices at the CIM hospi- 
tal. The family of an inmate 
who died without a doctor 
present has filed a $1.7 mil- 
lion lawsuit against the 
state. 

At 57, Livesay is nearing 
retirement. His fight is not 
for himself, he says, but for 
the other officers.

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In Montclair 
Smog forum 


_ draws only 


one citizen

A public forum in Montclair on a 
vehicle inspection and maintenance 
program for California drew more 
officials than public Tuesday night. 

ie meeting, to discuss the need 
for state Senate approval of the 
inspection program, was attended 
by representatives of the cities of 
Chino and Rancho Cucamonga, 
San Bernardino Associated Govern- 
ments, the Southern California 
Association of Governments, the 
state Air Resources Board and one 
member of the public. 

Mary Hostak of the ARB told the 
group that the proposed yearly 
inspection of automobile smog 
devices could reduce hydrocarbon 
and carbon monoxide pollution from 
cars by 25 percent. 

She added that it would eliminate 
problems in the current system of 
having private garages do the 
inspection. 

Hostak explained that the private 
garage inspection system has the 
same people who inspect the cars 
repairing them, which has resulted 
in only cursory inspections being 
done or unneeded repairs being 
done. 

Several vehicle inspection 
stations have already been built in 
Los Angeles, Riverside, San 
Bernardino, Orange, Riverside and 


Ventura counties. Inspections are 
done only on vehicles being sold 
currently. 

The one member of the public at 
the meeting, who declined to be 
identified, took exception to the cost 
of the proposed yearly inspections. 

“It sounds to me as though it’s 
only going to cost us a lot of 
money,” the man commented. 

Hostak explained the benefits of 
the program would be attaining 
better air quality and meeting 
federal standards for pollution 
control. 

The man also questioned why 
inspections would cost twice as 
much as those in a similar program 
in Arizona. 

Inflation and higher land costs are 
the reasons for the added cost, 
according to Hostak. 

In response, the man commented 
that California has more ‘‘forced”’ 
customers than Arizona. 

Hostak added in her comments 
that the failure of the legislators to 
pass approve some kind of annual 
smog inspection program by July 1 
had put the state out of compliance 
with federal Enviromental 
Protection Agency requirements. 

The state, she said, could now face 
federal penalties, which will stop 
industrial construction permits and 
halt federal highway and other 
grants. 


Paraplegic student must 


wait for driver’s license

John Fisher was hoping to get his 
driver’s license this summer. 

But the 17-year-old Ontario High 
School senior will have to wait until 
at least this fall before he gets that 
coveted slip of paper.

“Shots fired, Shots fired!” 

“Run, muchachos, run! Run! Run! Run!” 

The cry carries along the line of aliens waiting along: 
the American side of the border fence that runs from San 
Ysidro, west to the Pacific Ocean. 

More than 100 of us — a small part of the waiting 
groups of men and women all along the fence — spring 
toward the canal. 

We make the headlong break down the steep slope of 
cement-embedded boulders and splash through the fetid, 
five-inch-deep canal. 

Up the other bank then, across the levee,.a stumbling 
six-foot jump down to the sand and a panting race for the 
cover of the thick brush, where an infantry battalion 
could hide all night without being discovered. 

U.S. Border Patrol trucks are racing along the levee 
toward where the shots were fired. 

They pay no attention to the dark figures running 
through their defense line, which has disintegrated 
completely as they concentrate their forces on the shots. 

It was a setup right from the beginning. 

Someone paid by alien smugglers has fired two shots 
toward one of the Border Patrol trucks patrolling the 
riverbed. The border patrolman has fired one back, but it 
is a useless effort. 

The person who-has fired-from the Mexican side 
already has disappeared into the warren of houses, 
honky-tonk bars, seedy hotels and stores of Tijuana’s 
Zona Norte, the staging area for thousands of aliens who 
slip across the border nightly. 

More than 1,000 will get through tonight. 

It had been a quiet, relaxed weekend night until the 
shots were fired just after 2 a.m. and the break across 
the border began. : 

The aliens talked freely of what they were doing. They 
were assured that the newsman would not give them 
away. 

And they realized they had no choice. They were 
illegal, entering a country where they would have no 
borne except the cover that would come when they 
lost themselves in California’s growing Latin population. 

They were from the deep interior states of Mexico: 
Jalisco, Michoacan, Oaxaca, the Federal District 
(Mexico City), Chiapas, Guerrero. 

Many were from Tijuana, where the flood of people

Jobs available 
if you like rising 
early in morn

IDYLLWILD — The Reno advertisement said,: 
“Wanted, ‘from scratch’ baker, $600 a week.” 

This caused 44-year-old happy-go-lucky one-man 
doughnut shop owner Fred H. Milliman to remark from 
behind the screen of his modest village emporium: 
“With that kind of money, what am I doing here?’’ 

What Milliman is doing here is experiencing marginal 
profits in a six-day, 2 a.m. to 3 p.m., life in the doughnut 
business, but enjoying a clean mountain environment 
while he ponders over and laments what he calls ‘‘the 
disappearance of the art of baking.” 

‘“‘There’s hardly a town in the whole country where a 
baker can’t find’a job,’”’ Milliman said in an interview, 
‘‘but still bakers are scarce. I guess they just don’t like 
to get up in the morning. And, there aren’t many ‘from 
serateh’ bakers left.” 

What he means is that with convenience mixes of these 
davs, there aren’t many bakers, let alone housewives, 
who know how to bake like grandma did, mixing their 
own flour, sometimes even grinding it, adding sugar, 
shortening and other ingredients. 

Today, it’s mostly a matter of stirring milk and . 
sometimes water into a mix already prepared for 
whatever delicacy the bakery has decided it wants to sell 
on a particular day. 

Milliman has had quite a career in the bakery business, 
with a number of what might be called ups and downs 
before he settled down in this hamlet of 2,900 people 
(60,000 on a big three-day holiday) in August 1978. 

He started back in 1948 as an eighth-grader scrubbing 
pot and pans in a Bristol, Ind., bakery. Within a year he 
was allowed to make doughnuts, and this means he has 
come full circle — back to the doughnut business here. 

He had four years experience in other bakeries when 
grabbed by the Navy for the Korean War. However, the 
military being what it-was and is, instead of being put to 
work, as a baker, he became a deckhand, eventually 
making gunner’s mate third class. 

Subsequent years have seen Milliman own his own 
bakery and work in dozens of others, perfecting skills, 
particularly at one of the famous Solvang Danish shops, 
that today qualify him as a full-range baker, to include 
some fantastic cake decorating. ‘‘The jobs for 
decorators are everywhere,’’ he said, ‘‘even today at 
some of the big places I worked in Reno and Lake 
Tahoe.”’ 

Milliman says the baking business has been good to 
him. He is grateful, happy in his tiny location here, but 
adinits he may have a tough time finding help for the 
busy Summer season that is always a part of resort life in 
Idyllwild. 

“Td like ‘to train one or two youngsters,”’ he said, ‘‘but 
it’s hard to find kids, even older men, who can handle the 
hours. They just don’t like the idea of climbing out of the 


‘sack at 2 a.m. If we’re not careful good baking will 


become a lost art, and that would be too bad.”’ 

One thing is certain. Baking is not a lost art in Fred 
Milliman’s establishment, whether ‘‘from scratch” or. 
via the convenience mix route. His little Doughnut Cellar - 
makes for a delightful: 30 minutes several days of the 
week for lots of villagers and visitors, and it is gratifying 
to encounter someone so enthused with the work he does 
— even though wife Sylvia is'not persuaded 2 a.m. is the 
mate time for him to rise and shine. © ,

has created desperate; mass unemployment. Tijuana is 
the fastest-growing city in Mexico, growing even faster 
than the capital. 

There is a light-hearted spirit of camaraderie among 
the aliens. They laugh — maybe whistling in the dark — 
as they taik about their situation. 

A man with a pushcart is selling hot coffee and 
cinnamon tea along the sourth side of the levee, on the 
American side of the fence and within stone-throwing 
distance of the border patrolmen watching from the 
other. side of the canal. 

“Cabrones,” laughs a man from Jalisco, using an 
untranslatable word that is the equivalent in intent of 
“bastards.” 

“They are beating us now. They didn’t do that before. 
But now they are beating the hell out of us when they 
catch us and before they throw us -back across the 
border. 

“They didn’t use to do that. I don’t understand why 
they think they have to beat us now.”’ 

The man has been crossing the border for years at the 


start of the California growing season, he says, returning. 


each winter to spend the holidays with his family just 
outside Guadalajara. 

This time, he says, he plans to stay and get a jobin Los 
Angeles instead of continuing with the back-breaking 
stoop labor in the fields. 
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‘‘Age,”’ he says with another laugh. ‘‘You know how it 
is.” 

Just then the shots are fired, and he shows no sign of 
age as he jumps from boulder to boulder down the steep 
slope of the canal bank. 

““Vamonos,”’ he says. “‘Let’s go.”’ 

The border, which until this moment has felt safe, no 
longer does. The lights behind us from the Zona Norte, 
east along Interstate 5 and north from Chula Vista and 
Imperial Beach suddenly seem to have floodlit the zone 
we have to cross to reach the protection of the brush. 

The canal stinks as we splash through it. 

The damned lights. The empty, need-to-vomit feeling 
in the pit of the stomach under the hot lungs, getting 
hungrier for air with every running step. 

Except for the lights, this is the way it was in the 
helicopter nights in Vietnam. 

No, ‘it’s not. No one is shooting at us here. And the 
Border Patrol chopper is down for repairs. It’s a lucky 
night for the aliens. Here, the helicopter is on the enemy 
side. 

We crackle into the dry brush. Houses loom up out of 
the darkness about 100 yards from San Ysidro Boulevard. 

At least two dozen men approach and demand to know 
what I am doing. They begin to get angry. The more 
aggressive of the two says he is from San Diego’s 
Chicano Federation. 
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Obviously, he is not. He is a pollero, an American 
Mexican who makes $250 a head smuggling the 
frightened aliens to Los Angeles in crowded vans and car 
trunks. 

For the people who have just crossed the line, $250 is 
an enormous sum of money. It has been collected, for 
many of them, by the people of the villages they have 
left. 

Something crackles slightly in the brush. 

Two women and five men huddle together in the brush. 

They are not happy to see me. 

“‘Diosito Santo,” one of the women breathes. ‘‘For the 
love of God, don’t give us away.’ 

They accept assurances warily. They have no choice. 

“This is our third time trying to get across,’’ the other . 
woman, a young girl, says in a barely audible voice. 

“What if you are caught again?” 

“Then we will cross again.” 

All of them are from Michoacan. The women, as 
always, are bolder than the men. With growing 
confidence, they tell the now-familiar story of why they 
have left home: Large families. No work. People 
starving. t 

“Why? Michoacan is a rich state. The land is rich. 
Everything is green.” 


‘Not rich for us,’’ one of the men replies. ‘‘We have 


nothing there but hunger.”’ 
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
